Now I've given hima year 
to think over. It is true he rented it to 
Bannock Bros. They rented it to Karr &

rent the hotel to R. J. Smith. 


Hotelkeeper Escapes.

Crushed Trying to Save Child.

Anton Delafsky, driver of the machine, be- 
came excited, and in his effort to stop quickly 
veered the car toward the curbing. In her 
eagerness to aid her child, Mrs. Rutland ran 
against one of the rear wheels and her skirt 
was caught. She was huried to the ground 
and dragged under the car as it bumped Into 
the curbstone. One of the front wheels was 
smashed. 

Policeman Edward Hellmar was standing 
a short distance away. When he reaghed 
the scene an angry crowd had collected about 
the car and threats were hurled at Delafaky 
and Anton Krawosicz, who was in the ma- 
chine with him. Several excited men were 
trying to climb into the car and strike the 
occupants. Hellmar drew his revolver, 
leaped on the running board, and shouted he 
would shoot the first person who touched 
the automobilists, 


Victims Taken from Under Car. 

The crowd fell back. He then made a plea 
for several men in the crowd and the auto- 
mobilists to aid him in extricating the vic- 
tims. The injured boy was dragged from 
under the car, but the cloth_ng of Mrs. Rut- 
land was caught so tightly in the gearing 
that it was found necessary to overturn the 
automobile before she could be extricated. 

Neighbors carried the two crumpled forms 
into the flat and placed them side by side in 
a back room.

State Organization Springs 
Surprise by Adopting Suf- 
frage Resolution. 


TWO OTHERS FALL IN LINE

Surprise was caused yesterday when the 
Illinois delegation to the biennial! of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women's Clubs adopted ⸗ 
suffrage resolution. 

It was not believed possible by the leaders 
in Illinois that the question even would be 
brought up at the regular organization meet - 
ing of the delegates. There was a gasp of 
surprise when Mrs. Mary Codding Bourland 
of Pontiac presented the resolution and asked 
for its adoption. 

Mrs. Bourland’s action was so much of a 
surprise that some of the delegates not in 
favor of the suffrage question going to the 
biennial were unprepared to protest. When 
the vote was put there were a number of 
weakly voiced “noes.” Not a voice was 
raised to speak against it, however. 


Text of the Resolution. 

The suffrage resolution follows: 

Resolved, That the Illinois delegation to 
the General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
indorses political equality for men and 
women and that the secretary of the dele- 
gation send a communication to the board 
of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs at once informing them of this ac- 
tion. 

At the same time two other state delega- 
tions adopted a similar resolution. The 
women from Pennsylvania and Indiana 
voted in favor of a suffrage resolution. 

Suffragiste assert that the delegations from 
Michigan and New York, when they meet 
today, will also adopt the resolution, as their 
members stand firmly in favor of K. An 
effort is making to get all of the states to fol- 
low the lead of Illinois, and suffragists are 
doing heavy lobbying. 


Bound to Come Up in Biennial. 

It is promised that in spite of anything the 
resolutions cormmittee may do, the suffrage 
question will be brought to a vote at the 
biennial. It may come up today when the 
po.itical science committee makes its report. 
kt may say that the committee finds it cannot 
work efficiently without suffrage. 

“If such a report is adopted.“ said one 
weman, it is an indorsément of suffrage by 
the tederation. We shall not worry further 
about the resolutione commutee.” 

A member of the Chicago Woman's club, not 
herself a suffrage worker, said the Chicago 
Woman's club will make a fight for a suffrage 
indorsement if it is not taken up by some one 
else. 

“It does not mean,” she said, that the 
matter is lost if the resolutions committee 
faiig to bring in a resolution for suffrage. If 
the committee does not do 8o, a delegate from 
Iliinois will ask for the privilege of the floor 
to present a resolution. 


Outlines Possible Procedure. 
According to the procedure, the president, 
Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker, will state tha 
the resolution should come through the reso- 
jutions committee. The delegate will answer 
that it went to the committee but was not 
repcrted out. Then President Pennybacker 
may grant her the privilege of the floor and 
she will read her resolution. It will de votes 
on just as if it had come from the resolu- 
tions committee. It is not believed probable 
that Mrs. Pennybacker will deny the del 
gate the privilege of the floor, 3 
in the tace of the feeling in the convention 
over the suffrage question. 

At the biennial four years ago Mrs. Philip 
Moore prevented the resolution from coming 
up. but there was not then the fight anil the 
feeliug that there is here.“ 


Rely on Appeal to Chair. 

The suffragieta did not fight the report of 
the rules and regulations committee yester- 
day which stated that all resolutions must 
come from the resolutions committee. They 
knew there would be the opportunity of an 
appeal to the chair. 

Suffrage, it is said, was responsible for the 
defeat of a proposed change in the by-laws 
which called for a director to the federation 
from each federation district. The change 
was introduced by eastern delegations. It 
was fought by the west. The contention of 
the latter wae that the east would have too 
much power under the proposed plan. The 
eastern delegates generally have been con- 
servative on the suffrage question, whereas 
the west is generally strong for it. 


Resolutions Committee Lineup. 

Mrs. Frank J. Shuler of Buffalo, N. T. is 
believed to be the only strong advocate of 
guffrage on the resolutions committee. Mrs. 
E. G. Denniston of San Francisco, chairman 
of the committee, said she is lukewarm on 
the subject. Mrs. Thomas G. Winter of 

Minneapolis said she always had been in- 
different on the subject. Mrs. William B.

VARDAMAN IN A CLASH 


House Expected to Concur 


Soon in One Amend- 
ment Made. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 11.—[Special.}— 
By a vote of 50 to 35 the United States senate 
tonight passed President Wilson's Dill re- 
pealing the exemption of American coastwise 
shipping from the payment of Panama canal 
tolls, 

The final vote marked the end of one of the 
mest spectacular and bitterly contested leg- 
islative struggles of the last decade. It came 
at the close of a twelve hour session in stifling 
heat when senatorial tempers had been worn 
to a frazzie in the battle over amendments 
and at least one physical encounter—bde- 
tween Senators Vardaman and West—had 
been narrowly averted. 


Ends Stain Upon Honor. 

The action of the senate wipes out the 
stain put upon the national honor of the 
United States by the legislation of the last 
congress remitting tolls to American vessels 
in violaton of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, in 
which the republic pledged equality of canal 
privileges to the shipping of all nations. 

It also wipes out the indirect subsidy which 
the remission of tolls would have given the 
coastwise shipping trust at the expene of 
the taxpayers of the nation and the discrim- 
ination against the producers and consumers 
of the middle west in favor of seaboard in- 
terests. 


One Amendment to Bill. 

The senate passed the house repeal meas- 
ure with the Simmons-Norris proviso deciar- 
ing that the recession of congress from the 
act of 1912 shall not be construed to be a 
relinquishment of any rights to remit tolls 
or to control the canal which the United 
States enjoys under the treaty. 

The administration leaders say that the 
proviso in no way qualifies the repeal, but 
merely places the views of the United States 
on record for the information of all nations. 

Foreign nations will understand, they say, 
in future dealings concerning the canal that 
the United States has not waived any treaty 
rights it may possess to remit tolis and con- 
trol the canal. 

Proviso Is Meaningless? 

The opposition contends that the provigo is 
meaningless and was injected into the meas- 
ure merely to save face” for those toll 
exemptionists who found it necessary to vote 
for the repeal. 

The amended bill probably will be returned 
to the house tomorrow, when the Demo- 
cratic leaders intend to move the acceptance 
of the Simmons-Norris proviso without ref- 
erence to a conference committee of the two 
houses. 

The Republicans and Progressives will 
fight to send the bill to conference, but the 
Democratic leaders in the house are confi- 
dent that they can muster an overwhelming 
vote in favor of immediate acceptance of 
the senate amendment. 

Although there is likely to be a protracted 
debate on the question in the house, it is 
probable that the repeal bill will be sent to 
the White House for the signature of the 
president before the end of the week.

Every State Now Represented. 

Every state in the union, Mrs. White said 
is now represented in the federation. Dela- 
ware and South arolina were out. South 
Dakota led in the percentage of increase of 
membership. Illinois and Texas gained sixty- 
seven clubs, Indiana fifty-six, and Ohio fifty- 
four. The largest club—700 members—be- 
longs to Iflinols, which also scored the larg- 
est increase in membership—d,506.

Mrs. John Lecky, who fol- 
lowed her, spoke of the work done by this 
club of 1,000 members, among other things 
telling of their clubhouse, where American 
visitors are welcomed. 4 

Mrs. Lecky said women are treated much 
differently in England than in America, hav- 
ing in mind the militant suffrage campaign. 
She dwelt on the freedom of the young 
American woman to attend many social 
functions with young men unchaperoned. 
Incidentally Mrs. Lecky said that in Amer- 
ica there is a necessity of using whistles or 
bells to let young persons know that an- 
other dance was to be commenced, and that 
they should come from their “ sitting out 
places to keep their dance appointments. 

Miss Hie Ding Lin, a Chinese girl, repre- 
sented the women’s clubs of Foo Chow, 
China. She is in her senior year in the col- 
lege of medicine at the University of IIli- 
nois. She said hers is a suffrage club. and

She is a sprightly, gray haired 
person, bubbling with energy, attending the 
biennial as the representative of the old 
guard amongclubwomen. Mrs. Cooley did 
not go in for club work until she was 45—but 
that does not mean she is a novice at it. 
Since then she has seen two score birthdays, 
and each of them has seen her farther ad- 
vanced ‘in club circles; She was the founder 
of the Dubuque Woman's club and is the 
president of the Saturday club in that city. 

If Los Angeles, Cal., were no fartheraway 
than Dubuque, it is possible that Mrs.

Suit Recalls Secret Marriage Five

concessions in the loop, was granted a di- 
vorce yesterday from Frank E. Scott, head 
of the Frank E. Scott Transfer company.

Mrs. Scott at 
that time was Miss Florence Couthoui, 
whose father, Joseph Couthoul, was the. 
head of F. Couthoul & Co., owners of the 
cigar stores in the Auditorium and Congress 
hotels. When her father was compelled to 
retire from business on account of ill health, 
Miss Couthoui bought him out and made a 
big success of the venture. She gradually 
obtained more concessions and was known 
for her business acumen. 


Romance Kept a Secret, 

Her friends looked upon her as a business 
woman pure and simple and never dreamed 
that a romance would enter her life. But in 
July. 1900, she informed her friends she 
‘was Boing to take a rest and go east on a 
vacation! At about the same time Mr. Scott 
decided to make a trip eastward. They 
were married on July 7 before their return 
to Chicago.

On Trail of Combine of Farmers 
and Commission Men. 


WILKERSON GETS . BUSY. 


Begins Presenting Evidence to the 
Grand Jury.

District Attorney Wilkerson yesterday be- 
gan a nation wide inquiry into an alleged 
combination of farmers 
merchants to fix prices and control the out- 
put ‘of fruits and vegetables. 
evidence to the federal grand jury was 
started during the. day. 
More than a dozen subpoenas were issued

Others were served during the day 
in Cincinnati, New York, Pittsburgh, Kan- 
sas City, and Denver. S. A. Gerrard, one of 
the principal commission merchants of Cin- 
cinnati, is on his way to Chicago to appear 
as a witness before the grand jury. 

The inquiry is based on numerous com- 
plaints from shippers and others, who allege 
they have suffered from discrimination by 
reason of the alleged “‘ ironclad” combina- 
tion. If the evidence develops sufficient 
proof of conspiracy, indictments will be re- 
turned charging violation of the Sherman 


law. 


Cantaloupe Situation Involved. 

While the investigation includes all sorts 
ot fruits and vegetables the government is 
centering its efforts particularly on the can- 
taloupe situation. Evidence concerning the 
operations of the western cantaloupe ex- 
change, an organization composed of com- 
mission merchants, will be among the firet 
matters presented to the jury. 

For several months an investigation of 
its activities has been carried on under the 
direction of James L. Bruff, chief of the 
bureau of investigation of the department 
of justice. The result, it is said, indicates 
that the organization controls about 90 per 
cent of the cantaloupes raised in the United 
States. 


Aimed at Boards of Control. 

The investigation also is aimed at two 
boards of control, composed of members of 
the exchange, which are alleged to be in 
control of the industry. One board is in Chi- 
cago, according to the charges, and the other 
is in rawley, Cal. The Chicago board is 
said to control the output east of Denver 
and the Brawley board that west of Denver. 

According to the government a fixed num- 
ber of acres are planted each year and a 
fixed number of cars shipped. Camaloupes 
are left to rot, it 1 charged, in order to 
limit the supply and maintain prices. ht is 
charged also that the boards of control 
manipulate prices by rotating the crops.

OLIVER MOROSCO DEFIES HER 


Producer Plans to Put Miss O'Neill 
in the Title Role. 


Law and artistic temperament will con- 
dot as the result of Olfver Morosco’s an- 
nounced intention of presenting J. Hartley 
Manners’ Peg o' My Heart” at the Gar- 
rick theater without Laurette Taylor.

Representatives of the Constitutionalists 
here deny that Carranza has made any 
formal proposition involving the occupe- 
tion of Mexico by American troops for the 
purpose of restoring order and supervising 
an election. They admitted, however, that 
the question had been discussed informal- 
ly *’ with representatives of the Wilson ad- 
ministration, and intimated that a proposal 
of this character had been tentatively sug- 
gested by the American government. 


Carranza Made First Move. 

Despite the denials from the Constitution- 
alist junta, Democratic leaders ineist that 
Carranze actually came forward with the 
first suggestion that the United States pro- 
tect the transitional government and super- 
vise the election.

IAGARA FALLS, Ont, June 11.—The 

text of the correspondence between 

Gen. Carranza and the mediators was 

made public today. The first of three 

communications that comprise the 
correspondence is the telegram sent by the 
mediators on May 8 to Gen. Carranza, then 
at Chihuahua, withdrawing their invitat'on 
to the Constitutionalist chief to send dele- 
gates, because of his refusal to declare an 
admistice. It follows: 

„We have received your courteous tele- 
graphic message of yesterday in which you 
inform us that you deem it inadvisable for 
the Constitutionalist cause to suspend hos- 
tilities against Gen. Huerta because such 
suspension would benefit the latter only, and 
in which you state that the international con- 
flict between Mexico and the United States, 
for the solution of which you accepted our 
good offices, is independent of the internal 
strife in that country.

“We consider this unexpected declaration 
incompatible with the purpose which prompt- 
ed our offer of good offices. We believe as 
a matter of fact that all difficulties which 
have contributed to bring about the present 
gituation in Mexico directly or indirectly 
affect the solution of the conflict pending be- 
tween Mexico and the United tSates, and con- 
sequently we understand that they must be 
made the subject matter of consideration in 
the settlement negotiations for the full suc- 
cess of Which we have deemed the suspension 
of hostilities to be indispensable. 

“If you should not so understand, we 
would be compelled to withdraw as inofficious 
our invitation to appoint representatives of 
the Constitutionalist party to attend these 
negotiations. We greet you with all our 
consideration.”

No reply to this telegram was made by Gen. 
Carranza, but on May 28 he protested 
through Rafael Zubaran, bis Washington 
representative, against the Mexican conflict 
being made the subject of negotiations in the 
absence of representatives of the Constitu- 
tionalists. This letter, delivered to the medi- 
ators at Niagara Falls, follows: 
“The undersigned, the special representa- 
tive of the first chief of the Constitutionalist 
government of Mexico, Venustiano Carranza, 
following express instructions, has the honor 
to communicate to your excellency, the am- 
bassador of Brazil, and your excellencies, the 
ministers of Chile ard Argentina, the follow- 
ing? 
‘* Prompted by a noble desire to solve in 
an amicable and peaceful manner, the conflict 
pending between the United States and the 
Mexican nation, your excellencies addressed 
the government of the United States, Gen. 
Huerta, and the first chief of the Constitu- 
tionalists, offering your good offices and in- 
viting each of the interested parties to ap- 
point representatives for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the details of the negotiations.

he chief of the Constitutionalist govern- 
ment, greatly appreciating the good wishes 
and sympathy of the sister republics of.the 
American continént, accepted the offer in 
principle, and, owing to the complicated char- 
acter of the situation in Mexico, he deemed 
it necessary to your excellencies to 
define the scope of the proposed mediation, 
to the end that he may appoliit duly author- 
ized representatives. 

“ Without having received a specific reply 
ts this inquiry, the chief of the Constitu- 
tionalist government was notified that if 
hostilities against Huerta were not suspend- 
ed—which proposed suspension he deemed to 
be inconistent with his duties to the people 


of Mexico—your excellencies would be com- 
pelled to withdraw as inofficious the invita- 
tion to him to appoint representatives. 

He is now informed that the mediation 
conferences have been taking place for some 
time, with representatives of the Huerta gov- 
ernment participating in the deliberations, 
and he regrets that efforts should have been 
made and oqntinue to be made to solve the 
conflict between theUnited States and Mexico 
without taking into consideration the fact 
that the Constitutionalist cause, which he 
represents, has the support of a majority of 
the inhabitants of Mexico and has the largest 
armed forces within the republic, and that 
these forces, acting under his command, 
have been able to recover from the power of 
Huerta, since the united action of the medi- 
ation, the cities of Monterey, Tampico, and 
Saltillo, with the adjoining territory, and the 
territory of Tepic.

Kenna, secretary of state for home affairs, 
ges delivering an optimistic speech in the 
house of commons nearby regarding the 
government's method of dealing with the 
wild women. 

The bomb was placed beside the famous 
corona tion chair of Edward The Confeasor's 
chapel. Although it did little damage, like 
previous attempts at destruction of the same 
bind, its report penetrated to the chamber 
oa the house, interrupting Mr. McKenna’s 
oration and bringing some of the members 
into the street to learn what had happened. 


Blast Heard Many Blocks. 


The detonation was heard for many blocks | 
and a crowd quickly filled the square in front 


ofthe Abbey. The police immediately closed 
all the doors. A statement issued by Scot- 
land Tard gives the facts in most conserva- 
tive form. 

“At 5 o’clock,"’ the statement says, a 
“gmail bomb was exploded in immediate prox- 
imity to the coronation chair. It is supposed 
that some members of a large party of sight- 
seers lagged behind the rest &nd deposited 
the bomb when the others had left the chapel. 
Fortunately the damage done was slight. 
A portion of the carved wood at the back of 
the chair was blown off and some of the atone 
carving of the screen of the great altar was 
damaged apparently by some iron nuts con- 
tained in the bomb. 

“The bomb—thin metal nickel plated—was 
exploded by a fuse. A woman's feather boa, 
& guide book, and a smal! black silk bag were 
found on a chair nearby. 

“No material damage has been done, as 
happily the pieces blown ou the their can be 

put together again. The police are making 
laquiries in conjunction with his majesty’s 
inspector of explosives.” 


Panic Among Abbey Visitors, 

A hundred or more visitors, divided into 
small parties, were beifig conducted by 
vergers about the abbey, when a sudden 
flash, like lightning, penetrated every recess. 
A sharp detonation set the women to 
screaming and running for the doors. Some

GIRL ENDS LIFE IN DISGRACE. 


Johan Lavender Guthrie’s Fate Af- 
fords Shocking Illustration of Ef- 
fects of Militancy on Mind. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, June 11.—While the house of 
commons was debating how suffragist mili- 
tancy could be stopped a painfully sensa- 
tional story wag told at the inquest of Miss 
Johan Lavender Guthrie, affording a shock- 
ing illustration) of the effects of militant 
excesses on the mind and morals of an ex- 
ceptionally clever girl. 

Miss Guthrie, who is 24 and the daughter 
of a widow in good circumstances, was found 
dying of verongl poisoning in her bachelor 
apartment. She was sentenced three times 
between 1910 and 1912 for militant outrages, 
the last time to six months. She wasreleased 
after four months of hunger striking. For 
this she got the Pankhurst medal for valor.” 
Refusing her mother’s appeals she went on 
the stage, lived alone in London, and fell 
into bad courses. 

She left a remarkable letter showing much 

affection to her mother, in the course of 
which she said: 
„Ot course the coroner will call it tem- 
porary insanity, but as a matter of fact I 
think this about the sanest thing I have yet 
done.’ 

The coroner declared that — te moment 
the girl took up with militancy “ she seems 
to have been absolutely degraded and from 
then her whole history was one of drink, 
drugs, immorality, and finally death by her 
own hand.“ A verdict of temporary insanity 
was returned. 

Approaching motherhood was given as the 
final motive for her self-destruction.

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Health Chief Gives Dr. Arm- 
strong Full Swing in Fight. 


WILL BE MADE SWEEPING. 


Samples May Be Analyzed as Well as 
Tested for Bacteria. ° 


Dr. Walter W. Armstrong, chief of the city 
bureau of food inspection, was given a free 
hand yesterday to conduct the health depart- 
ment's investigation of ice cream. 

Health Commissioner Young directed him 
to map out the details of the campaign and 
to proceed along the lines seeming best in his 
judgment. The commissioner's time has 
been fully occupied by the task of getting the 
municipal garbage plant into operation and 
his only instructions to his subordinate were 
to make the inquiry a thorough one, covering 
the large dealers as well as the small. 

Dr. Armstrong said he would begin the for- 
mulation of his plans at once. In previous 
years samples of ice cream have been taken 
and analyzed, but this year’s work will be 
laid out in a systematic manner in the hope of 
covering the entire city. Althougb the short- 
age of inspectors interferes with the launch- 
ing of a sweeping campaign at once, the tak- 
ing of samples will begin in the next three or 
four days. 


Would Safeguard Public, 

“I discussed some of the technical phases 
of the matter with Dr. Armstrong.“ said 
Commissioner Young. “ He has a free hand. 
There is no need of alarming the public 
about the quality of ice cream, for we have 
had no complaints so far; but it is the duty 
of this department to safeguard the health 
of the public from danger from this source 
as much as from any other class of food 
products.“ 

The shortage m inepectors will be re- 
Heved soon, for thécivil service list of eligi- 
bles for appointment as food inspectors was 
posted today,“ said) Dr. Armstrong. It 
contains more than sixty names, and while 
our appropriation will not permit us to call 
for more than fourteen, that will be a sub- 
stantial increase. Some will replace tempo- 
rary appointees, and the new ones Will have 
to be instructed in their duties; but we shall 
be able to get enough to begin the ice cream 
work at once. 

I have discussed with Dr. Tonney, chief 
of the laboratories, a plan of having some of 
the samples taken by bacteriologistse. We 
agree this would be desirable m cases in 
which we have to go to court, and it may 
be adopted. The purpose will be that of hav- 
ing the man who takes the sample handle 
it all the way through the examination. 

Chemical Analysis Also. 

“We also shall be able, I believe, to make 
a chemical analysis of the samples as well 
as to take bacterial counts. Both should be 
made as a complete test of the purity and 
safety of the product.” 

Bacterial counts require approximately 
three days after the samples reach the lab- 
oratories, so it is expected the first reports 
of the bureau will be completed about a week 
from today.

THE ROYAL FAMILY FRIENDLY. 

Something like the shaking of a skeleton 
resulted from the raid of the London police 
upon the headquarters of the mad ladies 
who are militant suffragists. Evidently that 
Was one raid the mad ladies welcomed. The 
police had threatened to prosecute any one 
found to be contributory to the cause in a 
financial way, and the Prince of Wales was 
found.

MORE DOUBT? 

An examination of the administration’s 
commercial measures in the form they 
passe the house gives no hope that the 
psychological factor in the present busi- 
ness depression is likely to be improved 
by them. So sweeping are some of the 
provisions and so indefinite some of the 
terms that business men, instead of being 
enlightened and assured as to what they 
May or may not do, will be in greater 
doubt than ever. 

Take, for example, the clause of the 
Clayton anti-trust bill, which provides 
that any one who discriminates in price 
between persons or localities except on 
the basis of differences in grade, quality, 
and quantity of goods sold, or of cost of 
transportation, and “ with the purpose or 
intent thereby to destrey or wrongfully 
injure the business of a competitor,” 
shall be punished by a fine of $5,000 and 
imprisonment for one year. 

On the face of it this seems a benign 
provision which will confine the rivalries 
of commerce to a noble striving for vic- 
tory on the ground solely of merit in 
the article sold. Price cutting by an 
enormous corporation, which has come 
by various means, legitimate or illegiti- 
mate, to dominate the whole field of an 
industry, price cutting which is used by 
such an agency to destroy competition, 
substantially restrain trade or create mo- 
nopoly, was presumably what is aimed at 
chiefly by this provision. But this al- 
ready is forbidden under the Sherman 
law, and it must be inferred that the 
Clayton bill intends to carry the restraint 
still further. What the practical busi- 
ness man is very anxious to know is, 
How far? 

A prohibition of discrimination in prices 
with intent to destroy or “ wrongfully 
injure” the business of a competitor will 
require a good deal of interpretation. 
What is “wrongful injury” if restraint 
of trade or creation of monopoly are not 
sufficient tests? Is all price cutting to be 
prohibited if it injures a competitor, as it 
is intended to do, or, if not, where is 
the line between “right and wrong” to 
be drawn? 

Competition is, if we may employ a 
term so obnoxious to the president, war. 
The effect of successful competition is 
to “injure” others. No one competes 
to benefit his competitors. 

The business man is getting bewildered. 
First he was forbidden to coUperate with 
others; now he is forbidden to compete. 
What can he do if he would stay out of 
jal? Go ont of business? 

The Garton Dill threatens to throw 
the whole business enterprise of the coun- 
try into a period of doubt and confusion. 
The Sherman law was criticised for its 
generality, but it has been pretty thor- 
oughly interpreted by this time. How 
long will it take to determine the new 
lines of legal demarcation? 


WHAT IS LUNCH? 

A Lake Forest poet adds to Miss Ger- 
trude Stein’s poem, “ Dining Is West,” the 
equally inspired and daring poem, “ Break- 
fast Is Hast.” We feel instantly that it Is, 
at least in Lake Forest, where happy and 
solvent sons of men do not necessarily have 
breakfast where they have dinner. 

It needs only for a singer to arise and 
interpret luncheon and we shall have the 
great dietetic cycle complete, and where 
in all the world may we more reasonably 
expect the arising than in Ohicago, pre- 
eminently the city of lunches—not of placid 
lunches but of dynamic lunches, such as 
would delight the soul of Miss Stein’s more 
adventurous associate ws Say poesy, 
Signor Marinetti, the regen futurist. 
Marinetti demands force, enture, and 
action in his poetry. Probably he, better 
than Miss Stein, might interpret lunch. 

It is evident that lunch cannot be south 
or north. Nothing comes of that. Break- 
fast is east and dining is west, but luncheon 
is neither north nor south. Breakfast 
begins the day in the east and dinner ends 
it in the west, but “lunch is meridian” is 
absolute nonsense, vapid and futile, and 
“lunch ig north” or “lunch is south” 

means nothing. Lunch is sheol” might be 
truthful, but it is not imaginative, and it is 
not poetry. It states a fact, but does 
nothing mora 

We know what Marinetti would write: 

“Sssccoooopp. Sscooop Sooococcoccop. 

“Hammoondrye, Sloooooosh. Zuung. 
Ziinnnng.” 

Possibly Miss Stein might interpret it 
fairly accurately with Lunch is absence.” 
The trouble with that poem is that it is too 
realistic.

RELIGION AND PROGRESS.

The religious themes of Dr. Charies W. 
Eliot, ex-president of Harvard, have proved 
a stumbling block to many who profess to 
find in them merely the impious and 
iconoclastic fundament of modern heresy. 
His new religion bas principally offended 
those who hold that truth is a sealed book 
whereto no word must be added, wherefrom 
none is to be subtracted. There are many, 
however, who still believe with Dr. Eliot 
that religious truth is plastic, and its in- 
terpretation adapts itself to the needs of 
the time. 

Creeds, symbols, and rites, Dr. Eliot holds, 
in the current Christian Register, are sub- 
ject to revision. Certainly religion is not 
exempt from the law of progress, and the 
outward manifestations wherein the life of 
the spirit finds expression change in con- 
formity therewith. An early president of 
Harvard was expelled from his office and 
his house in midwinter because he was 
opposed to the total immersion of infants in 
baptism. It never was urged that Dr. Eliot 
should resign because of his religious views, 
His immunity shows the altered temper of 
the twentieth century. Day unto day uttereth 
knowledge, and it is an error to presume 
that this is true of the physical realm alone.

PASTEURIZED MILE. 
ATHAN STRAUS has devised a 
pasteprizer with which milk can be 
pasteurized at home. The milk for 
a bottle fed baby is prepared for use, 
mixed, and diluted properly. One 

feeding is then put in a bottle, pasteurized 
in the bottle, chilled, and then kept in the 
bottle until it is finally warmed, transferred 
to the nursing bottle and used. The feed- 
ings for an entire day are prepared ready 
for use (except the warming at the time of 
use) at one sitting. 

The pasteyrizer can be made by any tin- 
emith. Directions for making it have been 
furnished by Mr. Straus to the Illinois state 
food commission, Manhattan building, Chi- 
cago, which will send them to any one send- 
ing a self-addressed, stamped envelope. 

Mr. Straus is willing to allow other food 
commissions or boards of health to furnish 
the instructions for making and using this 
pasteurizer. | 


Directions for use are as follows: 

1. Use only fresh, filtered milk which has 
been kept cold, and proceed as follows: 

2. Set the bottles, after they have been 
thoroughly cleansed, into the tray, fill them 
to the neck, and put in the corks or patent 
stoppers. | 

3. The pot is then placed on a wooden sur- 
face (table or floor) and filled to the three 
supports (in the pot) with boiling water. 

4. Place tray with the filled bottles into 
the pot, so that the bottom of the tray rests 
on the three supports and put cover on 
quickly. 

5. After the bottles have been warmed up 
by the steam for five minutes, remove the 
cover quickly, turn the tray so that it drops 
into the water. The cover is to be put on 
again immediately. This manipulation is 
to be made very quickly, so that as little 
steam as possible can escape. Thus it re- 
mains for twenty-five minutes. 

6. Now take the tray out of the water 
and cool the bottles with cold water and ice 
as quickly as possible and keep them at this 
low temperature till used. 

7. Before using warm the milk—in the 
bottles—to blood heat. Never pour into an- 
other vessel, 

8. The milk must not be used for children 
later than twenty-four hours after pasteur- 
ization. Never use remnants. 

9. The advantages of pasteurization over 
other systems, such as sterilization or boil- 
Ing; consist in the lower degree of heat ap- 
plied, which is sufficient to kill all noxious 
germs, while the nourishing quality and 
good taste of the milk are retained.

DRIP FROM ICEBOXES. 

J. M. H. writes: “In flat buildings the 
custom of conmecting the drain pipes from 
all iceboxes with ome common drainpipe 
leading to the sewer is a source of menace to 
health. In many of the ice boxes 60 con- 
nected there is a permanent, disagreeable 
odor of putrefaction in spite of all scrubbing 
and washing. 

This odor arises from decaying matter 
in the sewer. It contaminates the food, 
producing mold, ptomaines, and other dele- 
terious decompoaition of food, which may 
give rise to dysentery or other bowel com- 
plaints, with accompanying headaches and 
fevers. 

No such pipes should connect with the 
sewer, but end above the surface of the 
ground; the pipe from each ice box should 
be trapped and each trap should be con- 
stantly kept Gilled with chemicals, which 
will neutralize or destroy any unwholesome 
gases that would rise through untrapped 
pipes or through traps filled only with 
water.“ 

REPLY. 

I do not think chemicals in the trap te keep 
out sewer air are necessary. Most of the trouble 
in the pipes is due to a slimy mass composed of 
low forms of life capable of growing in cold 
water. This slimy material has an offensive 
odor.

His knowledge of maritime matters,

to the bench; first of all during the twelve 
years that he spent in the Liverpool offices 
of his father, one of the leading shipowners 
of that port, and afterwards as standing 
counsel for many years of the White Star 
Steamship) company.

The new and sixth Earl of Castleste wart of 
Stuart hall, Stewartstown, County Tyrone, 
is a septuagenarian pensioner of the Indian 
civil service, makes his home at Worthing, 
in Sussex, and has several grown up sons. 
He is now the head of the Scottish house of 
Stuart, which has furnished so many rulers 
to the Scottish and English thrones. 

Of course there are plenty of persons 
who have a strain of royal Stuart blood in 
their veins, through the female side of 
the house. Indeed, Carlyle calls attention 
to the fact that even Oliver Cromwell, who 
brought about the death of the Stuart king, 
Charles I., on the scaffold at Whitehall, was 
descended, through his mother, from the 
Stuart rulers of Scotland Many of the 
pretensions put forward to descent in the 
male line from the Stuarts are ridiculous 
and impudent, and quite a number of them 
have been exposed by that genealogical 
iconoclast in London, J. Horace Roum, re- 
cently appointed by the crown to be ad- 
viser and counselor to the committee of 
privileges of the house of lords, which 
passes on the claims to peerages, either dor- 
mant or in abeyance.

But there is no doubt whatsoever about the 
claims and pretensions of the Earl of Castle- 
stewart, who is descended in the male line 
direct from Robert Stewart, first duke of 
Albany, younger son of Robert II. of Scot- 
land, and brother of King Robert III. The 
second Duke of Albany was put to death 
by his nephew, King James I., after the 
latter’s relief from English captivity, and 
his dukedom was forfeited. But his heirs 
in the male line direct received, first the title 
of Lord Avandale, then that of Lord Stuart 
of Ochiltree, and finally those of Baron 
Castlestuart and of Earl of Castlestewart in 
the peerage, not of Scotland, but of Ireland. 

That is to say, the acknowledged head of 
the illustrious Scotch house of Stuart has not 
a rood of land in Scotland, and no place 
to vote among those peers of Scotland who 
after each general election meet in the royal 
palace of Holyrood at Edinburgh to elect 
sixteen representatives of their order in the 
house of lords at Westminster. All of his 
estates are situated in Ireland, and the only 
vote that he has is that in the election of 
the representative peers of Ireland in the 
upper chamber of the imperial legislature. 


~—o 

Ultra-legitimists hold that Lord Castle- 
stewart has a better claim on the throne 
of Scotland than that of King George. For 
the male line of descendants of Robert III., 
that is to say, of the eldest son of Robert 
II., came to an end on the death of James 
V., father of Mary, Queen of Scots and 
it is held that on the death of James V. the 
descendants in the male line direct of Robert 
III.’s next brother, the first Duke of Albany, 
should have come to the throne of Scot- 
land, 

King George is only a Stuart through the 
female line, through Mary, Queen of Scots, 
and through Princess Elisabeth, sister of 
Charles I., and consort of the king of Bo- 
hemia, whereas Lord Castlestewart can 
show a direct male line deacent from King 
Robert II. 

King George holds the throne of Great

BERLIN, June 11—Grand Duke Adolph 
Frederick of Mecklenburg-Strelits died 
today. He was born in 1848, the son of Grand 
Duke Frederick William, whom he succeed- 
ed as reigning grand duke on the latter’s 
death in 1904, and Princess Augusta, the 
daughter of the late Duke Adolphus of Cam- 
bridge. 

In 1907 the grand duke announced he would 
Srant a constitution to the duchy, but this 
met with much opposition from the nobles, 
and later he offered to make a free gift of 
$2,500,000 to the national treasury of his 
grand duchy if the nobles, who constituted 
the overwhelming majority of the diet, would 
abandon their opposition to the grant of a 
constitution similar to that of the other 
sovereign states of the German empire.

One 
boy whose stuff was ready early sold more 
than $12 worth and expects to wind up 
the season with a total income of perhaps

N any case, each of the children is keep- 
ing books on his venture, setting down 
every cent of expenditure and income, as 
well as a detailed account of all the work 
done. For each of the twenty-nine a bank 
account hag been or will be opened in 
the State Bank of Niles Center, of which 
Seth Shepherd is himself a director. 

And if the twenty-nine do not have, in 
the aggregate, at least $1,000 in the bank 
when the first snow flies Mr. Shepherd 
and all the patrons and pupils of the 
school will be mightily disappointed.

Attorney Visser also brought to light that 
Worthington has made wholesale transfers 
of property to his wife. The witness biandly 
admitted that he had used one Robert F. 
Schenck as a dummy in manipulating the 
real estate transfers. The properties thus 
transferred are the Drexel mansions, which 
he appraised at 8400, 00, and which, he said, 
was incumbered for only $150,000, and the 
Ridgewood, now the American apartments, 
valued at $200,000 and mortgaged for 8180, 000. 

In answer to other questions Worthington 
said he had $56,000 worth of notes which were 
hypothecated with Charlies M. Bacchus & Co. 
to cover a loan of $14,000. According to the 
information of the receiver Worthington bor- 
rowed that money last January to pay off his 
creditors in the bank. 

Worthington’s testynony was forced from 
him as a result of a threat to press contempt 
proceedings against him.

Harris) have knowledge should be made,” 
reads the call of the president. 


Harris Called Derelict. 

In a statement the president added: 

* Commissioner Harris is chairman of the 
Oak Forest committee. If he knew of these 
conditions he was derelict in his duty in not 
bringing them to the attention of the board. 

“If any one is guilty of such brutalities 
as charged, Supt. Mullenbach or I should be 
furnished with the evidence, that the guilty 
might be dismissed, or criminally prosecuted 
if necessary. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
Mr. Case is chargeable with the vicious at- 
tack on the nurses at the county hospital.”

Tew to Farn Money ore

MADE a discovery two years ago that 
66 has brought me pin money for two sea- 
sons. We went on a camping trip and 
to our great dismay and disappointment 
we found on reaching our destination 
that every match we had was too damp to use. 
In vain we tried to strike a light. Then one 
of the young men who was in the party said 
that he had dipped matches in paramn when 
he was a boy and had waterproofed them in 
that way, he thought. When we got back. to 
town and were preparing for another’ week 
end camping trip I décided to try the paraffin. 
I dipped six boxes of matches in melted paraffin 
after trying, of course, to see that they would 
light just as well with the coating of paraffin 
on them. I wasn't sure that they'd be water- 
proof, but I was willing to test the theory. 
Our camping ground was rather damp and 
matches collect all of the moisture in the air. 
In vain. one of the young married men tried 
to make a light. He must have used an entire 
box of matches in his attempt before I realized 
what he was trying to do. As soon as I could 
I found a box of my paraffined matches and 
offered it to him. The matches were just as 
dry as anything could be. The first one lighted

“They were all delighted with the matches 
and they made me promise to provide the 
matches every time we went camping. That 
would have been the end of the affair if some 
of my friends hadn’t constituted themselves my 
agents. ‘You could make a lot of money with 
them,’ one of my girl friends said. There's 
always some one going camping around here 
and you wouldn’t have any trouble selling the 
matches. Why don’t you charge twice as much 
as the plain ‘patches would be and see if you 
can’t do something with the idea?’ 

“Of course, I haven't sold an awful lot of 
the matches, but I have a regular trade with 
the campers around here and automobile tour- 
ists are glad to get them. There are so many 
people who go camping- with an - automobile 
nowadays.”

Many women would not think of 
doing anything so silly.“ as they would call 
it “I want to do something big, something | 
that will bring me lots of money.“ a woman 
wrote to me the other day, and I am afraid 
there are many other women who look upon 
earning money in that light. They won't do 
something small, something that may bring 
small profits. They want to do something big.

Take the matter of crocheting, for instance. 
There are thousands of home women who are 
artists with their crochet hooks and who have 
the possibility of earning considerable sums 
of money. About half of them start to crochet 
a large bedspread which will have to be sold 
for $50 to bring any profit at all. They spend 
an endless amount of time on the bedspread. 
They try to sell it, and perhaps they do, but 
perhaps they do not. Bedspreads are splendid 
things to have on hand in case any one should 
happen to want to buy one, but they are not 
particularly good investments for all of your 
time. The home workers who have made the 
largest profit from their crecheting have been 
those who have mace small things, good sturdy 
lace that ean be used in underwear, small table 
mats that every one needs for the protection 
of the highly polished table, insertion for sum- 
mer gowns, lace to edge towels, and things like 
that. Some one is always needing a few yards 
of lace, but. it is a rare occasion that calls for 
the investment of $50 in a bedspread.

You understand what I mean, don't you? I 
want all of you to make what you like best to 
make, but I want you to realize that the small 
things are the profitable things. There is 
always a demand for inexpensive articles, but 
there isn’t always a demand for expensive ones. 

Don't despise the small articte. Waterproof 
matches brought pin money to one home 
worker. Their novelty was a great factor in 
their popularity. Can't you think of. something 
novel—and inexpensive? If you can you'll be
